REMARKS 



In the Official Action mailed on May 13, 2004, the Examiner reviewed 
claims 1-48. Claims 1-16 and 33-48 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101 because 
the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 17-32 
were allowed.
